GERMAN TIDE FAST EBBING.

Fere-en-Tardenois, the great 
German base northeast of Cha- 
teau Thierry, has fallen and 
Ville-en-Tardenois, east of Fere, 
is within the grasp of the Al- 
lies.

Further south the Americans, at 
Roncheres, sustained and defeated 
a strong attack by a Guards di- 
vision.

The eastern wing of the front 


was comparatively quiet today ex- 
cept for artillery fire. During the 
night and this morning the Ger- 
mans launched thousands of shells 
into the valleys of the Merne and 
the Ardre.

HUN FLIGHT BEGINS. 

Our men got set on the northern 
bank and started up the hills lin- 
ing the stream. After a half-hour of 
the bitterest sort of fighting we got 
deep into the positions and the Hun 
broke and ran down the north side 
of the hills and over the valley to 
another series of hills. By this time 
the Americans were across the river 
in a dozen ‘places. By noon they had 
captured Sergy and two hours later 
had Seringes. 

The Germans then began a with- 
drawal all along the line they had 
expected to hold. It was the first 
charge of the Americans which 
had broken them. German machine 
gunners in the trees were killed and 
others fled. We brought back a few 
prisoners. That the Germans intended 
to stand here is supported by pile 
after pile of ammunition. We found 
it piled where the guns had hur- 
riedly pulled out.

While the Germans have been 
busy getting their forces back 
out of the Bag between Soissons 
and Rheims, their forces further 
north have been attacked by the 
British once more. Australian 
troops, attacking on each side 
of the Bray-Corbie road, east of 
Amiens, and north. of the Sol 
River, took two lines of Ger- 
man trenches over a two-mile 
front. The Australians also cap- 
tured 100 prisoners, 


FERE-EN-TARDENOIS WON. 


Fere-en-Tardenois, the great 
German base northeast of Cha- 
teau Thierry, has fallen, and 
Ville-en-Tardenois, east of Fere, 
is within the ¢ of the Allies. 

The Germans are using artil- 
lery and machine guns to stay 
the Allies, and as the French 
and Americans press northward 
the German resistance becomes 
stiffer. The enemy also is mak- 
ing great use of his artillery on 
the heights north of Soissons 
and Rheims and is subjecting 
the sides of the pocket to an en- 
filading bombardment of great 
violence, 

While the enemy loss in men 
may not be great, the Allies 
probably will capture many guns 
and machine guns in addition tq 
supplies and munitions, which 
the Germans have been unable 
to destroy or move away. Al- 
lied losses have been kept at a 
minimum by the most extensive 
use of tanks. Cavalry again has 
taken a hand in the pursuit, and 
low-fiying airplanes have been 
harassing the retreating Ger- 
mans unceasingly. 

Beglin speaks of “new posi- 
tions,” but does not indicate _ 
where they are. 

“QUIET EXCEPT 

In its cffictal statement Berlin 
makes no admission of Allied 
advances either Saturday or 
Sunday. Reporting on Sunday's 
operations, it says that the day 
was “quiet except for fighting on 
the Ourca.” 

Other sectors of the western 
battle front remain quiet and 
neither side gives indications of 
any movements intended to af- 
fect the situation north of the 
Marne. Raids have taken place 
on the British front, the British 
being the successful aggressors.

FICENSE LAW IS 
AGAIN HELD UP. 


Mayor Woodman tried in vain 
esterday to induce the Council to 
@mact the new license ordinance. Mr. 
Criswell refused to stand for suspen- 
Sion of the rules, and the measure 
cannot be acted upon for one week. 
As a result the city will lose approx- 
imately $30,000 which would have 
been assessed for the month of 
August, had the law been adopted. 

In taking his stand, Mr. Criswell 
said he is in favor of placing a tax 
wPpon commercial vehicles, and he 
would not submit to the plan pro- 
posed by Messrs. Olsen and Cona- 
way to exempt them.

TO SURPRISE GERMANY 


WILL CARRY 100 MEN; BATTLE- 
SHIP NO MATCH FOR THEM. 
SAYS CAPRONT.

PARI6&, July 2¥.—''Airplanes car- 
rying 100 men and equipped with 
engines equal in power to those in 
a medium-sized steamship wil. be 
Geveloped within three years,” said 
Gianni Caproni, inventor of the 
Caproni bombing planes, In an in- 
terview today. 

“The bombing planes now in 
use,” Signor Capron! continued, 
be mere dwarfs compared with 
those to be developed. There is a 
surprise in store for the Germans 
Instead of the forty and fifty ma- 
chines necessary to start on a bon:b- 
ing expedition, tt will be possibic 
to @o the same work with a new 
Macome as powerful ss ths wh 
squadron. 

“The new machines will be much 
more efficacious and will prove a 
great saving in operation. A trip 
across the Atlantic, it is believed, 
will be accomplished with the pres- 
ent-day machines during July, 
August and September, and prob- 
The weather situa- 
tion would be unfavorable during 
the other months of the year. Heavy 
fogs make aerial navigation impos- 
sible. Aviators are unable to guide 
themselves in a fog, as it makes 
everything black. A trip across the 
ocean at this time would have to be 
made by way of New York, the 
Azores and Portugal. 

ATR CODE REQUIRED. 

“The development of an aerial 
code similar to the maritime code 
will be necessary before there can 
be general aerial navigation. There 
must be international signals like 
those at sea, aerial laws and a whole 
volume of regulations for aerial 
transportation. 

“The quick development of larger 
machines is inevitable. At the be- 
ginning of the war the largest bomb- 
ing machine Was of 100 horse power. 
Now the largest bomber is of 1006 
horse power. 

“The Liberty motor will do. We 
want them now in large quantities. 
I have seen them work and they are 
satisfactory for bombing matrhines. 
Finer engines made with much in- 
tricate and specialized parts, like a 


watch, cannot be made in large 


quantities, but the Liberty motor 
can, which is a big advantage. 
“War of the future lies in the air, 
for when the big commercial planes 
are developed, they can easily he 
turned into fighting machines with 
powerful. offensive propensities. 
England was able to defend herself 
with a large navy, but it will be 
necessary in the future for nations 
to have large aerie! forces. 
SUPERIOR TO BATTLESHIPS. 
“Battleships will be no match for 


the new aerial machines, which -will 
revolutionize warfare both on land 
and sea. The activities of the fight- 
ing forces will be transferred to the 
air. Armies and navies will be un- 
able to battle with the immense 
bombing machines of the future. 

“The world will look to America 
for great deveiopments in aviation 
because she has unlimited resources, 
while European countries are im- 
roverished by long years of despolia- 
tion and destruction. America will 
manufacture large commercial ma- 
chines. They will be speedy and 
able to carry a hundred tons in- 
stead of a thousand pounds, as 
now.” 

Signor Caproni is in Paris on gov- 
ernment business. He expects to 
visit America, probably after the 
war. His whole time ie now devoted 
to war purposes. He is not develop- 
ing commercial machines.

GREAT MORAL DEFEAT.

-LONDON, July 28.—The German 
retreat is being conducted skillfully, 
the ground has favored them, and 
the dense woods have enabled them 
to hold up many thousands of ad- 
vancing troops with a few small 
groups of machine guns, says the 
Reuter correspondent with the 
American troops in France. The 
enemy losses haye been very small, 
he added. compared to the advantage 
gained, for time is of more value 
to the German than many soldiers.

AMERICAN TYPE 
PLANE UNSAFE? 


Pershing’s Criticism Reopens 
Aircraft Inquiry. 


Alleged Defects of De Havi- 
land Machine Numerous. 


Weakness Said to Have Caused 
Fatal Accidents. 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Criti- 
cisms by Gen. Pershing and others 
of the De Haviland airplane—now 
the principal output of American 
factories-——-are being investigated 
simultaneously by Secretary Baker 
and the Senate Committee inquiring 
into aircraft production. 

After Secretary Baker's state- 

ment last \\week to Senate Commit- 
tee members that Gen. Pershing 
had sent a cablegram criticising De 
Haviland machines sent from this 
country, suggesting changes and 
disapproving features both of design 
and construction, the Senate Com- 
mittee arranged to reopen its hear- 
ings tomorrow for further inquiry 
into the De Haviland type. 
. Three army officers in charge of 
testing De Haviland machines made 
at the Wright plant at Dayton, O., 
have been subpoenaed to appear to- 
morrow. 


Criticlsms of the De Haviland 


Plane, according to Senate commit- 
teemen. have come not only from 
Gen. Pershing. but from officers 
prominently identified with the fly- 
ing service, as well as from Ameri- 
can aviators and aeronautical en- 
gineers who have seen the British 
design of De Haviland and the 
American redesigned type in action. 
Weakness of the wing fabric, which 
is said to have caused several! faial 
accidents; weakening of structural 
parts by excess of steel bolts, and 
deficient fuel capacity. are known to 
be some of the objections raised 
against the American design. 

Senators said today that Secretary 
Baker had promised an inquiry into 
statements that, in redesigning the 
De Haviland to take the increased 
load of the American type, largely 
caused by increased weight and 
speed of the Liberty motor, the 
wooden frame is weakened by use 
of bolts closely assembled at struc- 
tural joints. Secretary Baker, how- 
ever, declined to discuss the matter 
at his conference with newspaper 
correspondents. 

According to information given 
Senators by the War Secretary, 753 
De Haviland machines have been 
completed in this country up to the 
last report from official sources, of 
which more than 400 have been 
shipped to Gen. Pershing. who, how- 
ever, has reported receipt so far of 
only sixty-seven.

FIGHTS FOR AMERICA. 


SWEDISH STATESMAN AT FRONT 
HAS CONFIDENCE IN PER- 
SHING AND OUR TROOPS,

STOCKHOLM, July 29.—After 
three days with Gen. Pershing’s 


forces, Hjalmar Branting. Swedish 
statesman and editor, expressed him- 
self as having received a profound- 
ly confidence-inspiring impression of 
the American genera! and his troops. 
He was especially delighted to dis- 
cover the number and spirit of the 
Swedish-American troops with Per- 
shing. 

--On one sector he found 15,000 
Swedes, and in one division the ma- 
jority of men are of that nationality. 
Next year 200,000 Swedes are expect- 
ed, constituting the greatest Swedish 


army ever aasembled anywhere. 
Three centuries ago, Gustavus 
Adolphus, with one-tenth as many 
Swedes, freed Europe from Aus- 
trian tyranny. 

Mr. SBranting found wounded 


Swedes uncomplaining and perfectly 
cared for in the model! hospital! train 
belonging to the American Red 
Cross, for which the French have 
the greatest admiration. The worst 
suffering is caused by poison fas, 
of which mustard gas destroys the 
Skin, while another form of gas 
blinds temporarily, for least 
three weeks. 

One day Mr. Branting motored 
some 300 kilometers and found the 
countryside swarming with Ameri- 
cans, their barracks covering im- 
mense areas. In some of the vil- 
lages crowded with Americans, where 
the entire male population is at the 
front, one sees only women and 
children in the heartiest fraterniza- 
tion with the Americans, who are 
especially kind and chivalrous, like 
big children helping the French 
children in their troubles and their

tasks. Branting learned that there 
are now 1,100,000 Americans on 
and hehind the front, and the begin- 


ning of 1919 will find 2,000,000, part- 
ly in the trenches and party in in- 
atruction camps. 

Gen. Pershing's discipline is strict, 
Branting observing that the Amer- 
ican soldiers’ salutation of officers 
is much more scrupulous than the 
French, who have become less cere- 
monious because of the length of 
the war. Gen. Pershing impressed 
Mr. Branting as surprisingly youth- 
ful, but a vigorous, elastic, sports- 
manlike type and an extremely 


courteous man of the world, giving 


an imposing impression of energy. 
He does not permit interviews, but 
he praised highly the Swedish- 
Americans as good citizens, and. ex- 
cellent soldiers, loyally guarding 
their country’s military interests and 
playing a great part in the current 
offensive. 

Gen. Pershing received his Swed- 
ish guest at his headquarters in a 
small town were he was attended 
by some 600 staff officers. During

29.—Paper 
manufacturers today appealed to 
the Federal Trade Commission for 
increased prices on news print as of 
May 1, June 1 and July 1. The

functions as arbiter on paper prices 
were suspended pending a decision 
on the manufacturers’ appeal from 
the $3.10 a hundredweight price 
fixed by the commission and effec- 
tive last April 1. Without passing 
on the publishers’ contention, the 
commission decided to hear evi- 
dence, beginning tomorrow. 

Henry <A: Wise of New York, 
counsel for the manufacturers, said 
the increase was requested  be- 
cause of advanced costs of labor 
and material and freight rates. 
Cost of wood for making paper, he 
told the commission, has increased 
35 per cent. 

Only develppments in the cost of 
manufacture since April 1 will be 


considered by the commission, 
Chairman Colver announced. He 
announced the evidence will be 


heard as a matter of conventence to 
the parties, and decision would be 
made later whether the commission 
would consider it.

NEW YORK, July 29.—Impres- 
sions of T. P. O’Connor, M.P., were 
written for the Associated Press just 
before his departure for England 
and for publication at the time of his 
arrival,

and he soon joined to such labors a 
campaign to create Allied sentiment

“If any one or all of the European 
nations should in war-wearinesg 
show. any sign of accepting an in- 
conclusive peace,’ he said, ““Amer- 
ica would keep on even if she had 
to stand alone.” 

The Irish leader sees President 
Wilson as dominantly Celt, and sees

I will even go the length 
of saying that if one or all of the 
European nations should in war- 
weariness show any sign of accept- 
ing an inconclusive peace, America 
would keep on, even if she had to 
stand alone; and that wherever else 
the Germans may look for a spirit 
of compromise, they cannot look for 
it; or even for an approach to it, 
from the people of the United 
States.”’ 


TRY TO SETTLE IRISH 
"MESS, ASQUITH PLEA. 


LET WILSON DO IT, PROPOSAL 
TO COMMONS BY JOHN 
DILLON. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A PF} 

LONDON, July 29.—Herbert D. 
Asquith, former Prime Minister, 
speaking in the House of Commons 
this evening, mede an appeal to the 
government in the interests of the 
country, that the empire and the 
Entente Allies try again, even at the 
eleventh hour, to find a settlement 
of the Irish question. 

In the debate in the House of 
Commons today on his motion re- 
garding Ireland, John Dillon, the 
Nationalist leader, proposed the ref- 
erence of the question to Prestdent 
Wilson. 

Replying to Mr. Dillon's speec 
on his motion, Edward Shortt, to 
retary for Ireland, said that the gov- 
ernment had been compelled to take 
strong action in Ireland because 
there was a complete military sys- 
tem in Southwest Ireland. Instruc- 
tions were given, the Secretary de- 
clared, as to how to cut railways 
and destroy bridges and communica- 
tions, while explosives had been se- 
ecretly imported. 

Introducing his resolution, which 
expresses the view that the “true 
solution of the Irish question ifs to 
put into operation without delay in 
regard to Ireland the principles laid 
down by President Wilson,” Mr. Dil- 
lon: admitted that the Nationalist 
party was in difficulty, but, he added, 
‘we are because we have struggled 
to save the constitutional position 
and bring Ireland into the war, while 
the government has done everything 
in its power to drive her out of the 
war.” 

The Nationalist leader declared 
the question of Ireland was a war 
question and that was why he 
brought it up at the present time. 
How could Great Britain, he asked, 
put before the world as one of her 
objects of the war the freeing of 
small nationalities when there was 
Ireland lying at her back door “un- 
der the unhappy tyranny of a mili- 
tary government?”

DR. NATHAN KRASS WILL TELL 
OF CONDITIONS AMONG THE 
JEWS IN WAR ZONE. 


In the persen of Dr. Nathan Krass, 
the people of Los Angeles will have 
&n opportunity to hear one of the 
most eloquent speakers in the United 
States at Hamburger’s Cafe Thursday 


noon. The mission of Dr. Krass, 
who bears a remarkable resemblance 
to the William J. Bryan cf twenty 
years ago, is to lay before the peo- 
ple the present-day conditions among 
the Jews in the war zones of Europe. 
Dr. Krass, who after visiting Los 
Angeles will speak in San Francisco 
and other Coast cities, will nct so- 
licit any funds while on his ter. 

Dr. Krass is representing the 
American Jewish Relief Committee 
for sufferers from the war, and has 
been sent to the Pacific Coast by 
Ifenry Morgenthau, chairman of the 
committee. Nathan Straus, the 
philanthropist, in a letter informing 
the Los Angeles committee cf Dr. 
Krass's visit, says: 

“Il am exceedingly anxious to have 
every prominent citizen méet Dr.

PROTEST OF NURSES 


SUPERVISORS RECEIVE PETI- 
TION AGAINST COLORED 
TRAINERS AT HOSPITAL. 


Giving warning that friction and 

possibly a strike of practically the 
entire staff will ensue if the county 
does not rescind the ordinance per- 
mitting colored women entry into 
the County Hospital to train for 
nursing, eighteen physicians and in- 
ternes and 143 students and grad- 
vate nurses filed a signed protest 
with the Supervisors at 5:50 o'clock 
last evening. 
Nearly a hundred day-shift grad- 
uate and student nurses held an in- 
dignation meeting in the Nurses’ 
Home last night and adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution, which will be pre- 
sented to Chairman Hamilton of the 
Board of Supervisors today: 

“We, the undersigned graduate 
nurses, pupils, nurses and probation- 
ers, do hereby not only make pro- 
test against, but do declare our firm 
intention.of leaving our training 
school for the period of time that 
colored applicants are admitted in 
our midat.”’ 

Just what action the Supervisors 
will take is uncertain, although it 
was hinted by several infivential 
members that the ordinance as en- 
acted would ndt be rescinded despite 
the action of the protestanis. 

The protest was in the form of 
a double petition. It Was filed with 
the Supervisors by Lyman R. Martin, 
superintendent of the hospital, to- 
gether with a letter of comment, in 
which he said: “Personally I have 
no prejudice whatever against the 
colored race and shall carry out the 
instructions of your honorable body 
to the letter in this matter.”’ 

The petition of the house and at-

tending physicians reads: 

“We, the undersigned house phys!- 
clans and attending physicians of 
the Los Angeles County Hospital be- 
lieve that it would be very unwise 
and undesirable to admit into train- 
ing for nursing colored women; be- 
cause of inability at present prop- 
erly to take care of them and also 
because of the antagonism which 
would unquestionably afise between 
the colored and white nurses.” 
“None of the women has thus far 
threatened to strike, although it is 
evident between the lines of the 
protest that some such action will 
bé taken in the event that the Su- 
pervisors do not rescind the ordi- 
nance, said Supt. Martin. ‘We have 
accepted for training only one col- 
ored applicant, who is on the regu- 
lar list of applicants and mist await 
her turn before being given employ- 
ment. The acceptance of this ap- 
plicant was the signal for the pro- 
test from the nurses.” 

Several Supervisors maintained 
yesterday that the granting of nurs- 
ing and training privileges to col- 
ored women is a matter of patriotic 
duty at this time when thousands of 
the race are fighting overseas.

Defer Action a W eek: Pending 
Their Own Inquiry. 


Vindicates “Times” on Charge 
Inspired by Hearst. 


The tempest in a teapot stirred 
up by the Examiner at Venice in an 
effort to distract attention from the 
‘general public condemnation of it- 
eelf in the bay district, and to in- 
volve the Red Cross in the contro- 
versy, was calmed at a meeting of 
the Boaré of Trustees of the beach 
city last night, when the truth of 
the matter was brought to their at- 
tention by The Times and sub- 
stantiated bv official evidence from 
the Red Cross itself. Three mem- 
bers of the board went on record 
as favoring a rescission of a Hearst- 
inspired resolution directed against 
The Timeg and passed a week ago. 
The other two took no part in the 
discussion. However, because the 
board desired time to make in- 
quiries on its own account, the mat- 
ter was laid over for a week Dy a 
vote of three to two. Members} 
John G. Harrah and Edward A. 
Gerety voted for immediate rescis- 
sion \of the resolution, Members 
William G. Lutz, Clyde W. Hol- 
brook and Mayor A. E. Coles for de- 
laying the action one week. All the 
three who spoke on the matter de- 
clared that The Times had amply 
vindicated iteelf and was entiti®d to 
official vindication. In a statement 
after the meeting Mr. Lutz said he 
had paid no particular attention to 
the original resolution, but that it 
had been framed and handed in Dy 
the Examiner. 

OFFICIAL MATTER. 

The matter had ite origin tn the 
concluding paragraph of a short 
piece of official Red Cross publicity, 
recepted and printed as such bv The | 
Times on July 12. This concluding 
Paragraph set out that the Bay 
Cities Chapter of the Red Cross, 
which includes Banta Monica and, 
Venice, disapproved the practice 
which it stated had been carried on 
in Venice of sending children into 
the cafes and saloons of that city 
to dance for the Red Cross. A 
prompt denial that such had been 
was forthcoming from Charles 
A. Short. head of war activities tn 
Venice, and was printed tn equal 
volume and prominence by The 
Times the next day. 

The matter was promptly seized 
upon by the Examiner, desperate be- 
ce'ise of its loss of standing in the 
bay district, and a strong and un- 


into an attack by The Times upon 
the patrictic and unselfish work of 
the Venice Red Cross, instead, as 
was officially proven last night, of 
an effort at constructive criticiem of 
certain possibly ill-advised methods 
by the Red Cross iteelf. 

Among the Various items cf evi- 
dence presented by The Times to 
the trustees last night to establish 
the facts was an official letter from 
the Bay Cities Chapter of the -Red 
Cross, signed by its secretary, Mrs. 
tiarriet CC, Fielding, setting forth 
that the original article was writ- 
ten by the chapter's acting director 
of Red Croas publicity, Lioyd 
‘Hamilton, and submitted to and ap- 
preved by the responsible heads of 
the chapter, cognizant of the facts 
in the case, before being sent to The 
Times. A statement by Mr. Hamil- 
ton, The Times correspondent, fol- 
lowed, in which he set out thet his 
article was written as Red Cross 
publicity in line with a national bul- 
ictin on the game subject. His state- 
ment went into detail as to the 
facts upon which the constructive 
criticism was based. It may be 
mentioned in this connection that 
The Times has since inquired ex- 
haustively into the same matter and 
secured a large amount of evi- 
dence, which is available if neces- 
sary. In a verbal statement before 
the board, Mr. Hamilton stated last 
night that the use of the woysd “sa- 
loons” was anh wunintenticnal inad- 
vertence, and that the meaning in- 
tended was places where liquor is 


sold. 
DISCUSSION. 


Further matter along the same 
lines Was presented, including an 
official letter from Robert P. Sher- 
man, chairman of the auxiliary. At 
the conclusion of the reading of these 
Mr. Harfah moved that the resolu- 
tion directed against The Times be 
rescinded. “The Times has made a 
very careful report of how this mat- 
ter came to be published,” he said, 


“and I believe we ought to express 


our appreciation of it.” 

Mr. Lutz said: “I'd like to second 
it. 1 want to know where the mal- 
ice lies in this thing: I don't tn the 
least blame The Times, I want this 
to be investigated.” 

Mr. Harrah: I think we should 
rescind this resolution and investi- 
gate afterward. 

Mr. Lutz: Fl go on record to 
vindicate The Times, but I want to 
know who ihspired the report re- 
flecting on Venice. 

Mr. Harrah again sought the im- 
mediate passage of his moticn, de- 
claring that The Times had cleared 
up its position in the matter. Mr. 
Gerety said he thought the resolu- 
tion should be rescinded. 

Mr. Lutz: Unquestionably The 
Times has been wronged in the res- 
olution. I'd be glad to make a mo- 
tion te rescind if there we some 
redress for the person o has 
wronged Venice. 

Thereupon Mr. Lutz moved to lay 
the whole matter over one week to 
wive the Venice Red Cross Auxillary 
an opportunity to make a repcrt if 
it so desires. The motion was car- 
ried, Messrs, Harrah and Gerety vot- 
ing against it.

The mechanics of “Uncle Tom's 
Cabin” creaked loudly in the novel 
——-they always did in the American 
novels of the '60’s—and they are al- 
most audible in the silent dramatiza- 
tion which is being presented at 
Grauman's this week. Marguerite

“Uncle Tom's Cabin” is—“Uncle 
Tom's Cabin.” In spite cf its flagrant

BERNHARDT TO 
SING OF VICTORY 


After War, She Says. 


Full of Enthusiasm. 


In Four Months will Resume 
_Her Work in France. 


BY T. B. HANDY. 

Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, “one of 
the world’s greatest living women, 
the perennial spirit of youth, the 
soul of France, returned to Los An- 
geles yesterday after an absence of 
five years, during which time there 
has come to her wha&t she terms 
her fullest sorrow. The war, she 
says, is uppermost in her mind. She 
can thihk and talk of nothing else. 
For she suffers in unison with her 
beloved France, to which the re- 
maining years of her life are to be 
devoted. | 

At 73 years of age, Mme. Bern- 
hardt is younger than the majority 
of women in their forties, Her 
eyes, now round and lustrous, again 
narrowed and gleaming, are possi- 
bly her most outstariding feature. 
They are never still. The trage- 
dienne continually glances around 
her. They do not fix themselves on 
an object for long. They see ev- 
erything and note all. 

Madame’s hair is plenteous, fine, 
and a rich auburn. She arranges 
it Nghtly and heaps it about her 
face and ears. In the long, flow- 
ing white robe she wore yesterday, 
posed in her chair she was like a 
canvas by one of the old masters. 
The copious folds of her silk gown 
spread around her feet, one hand 
resting in her lap and the other on 
the arm of the chair in which she 
sat, the artiste presented a cameo- 
like picture. Her mouth is strong 
and firm, and. the nose clear-cut. 
Her teeth are prominent and give 
her mouth a pointed aspect. 

LOOK OF RESOLVE. 


When she smiles she has a mas- 
culine look of resolve which is seen 
in but few women. Her hands and 
arms are small and white, although 
unusually strong, especially so since 
the loss of her limb some years ago. 
She now depends largely on them 
for a means of tocomotion, and 
walks to a great extent by pushing 
a chair in front of her. Her work 
on the stage is done almost entire- 
ly from a central point, from which 
she seldom moves... 

Bernhardt'’s Tite is consecrated to 
her France. She is the moving 
spirit of the Paris Union des Artes, 
which under the direct patronage 
of President Poincare, is minister- 
ing to wounded French artists of 
every class. For the benefit of this 
society shehas given three perform- 


ber In this country. On her recent 
visit to San Francisco she and her 
company gave a benefit in the 
Greek Theater of the University of 
California, which, the writer was tn- 
formed, was attended by more than 
10,000 persons. These “special” 
performances, as she terms them, 
are to be given by her whenever 
possible and wherever there ts suf- 
ficient seating capacity. 

Mme. Bernhardt plans to present 
a dramatic poem, “Cathedrals of 
France,” In the Greek Theater on 
the L. N. Brunswig home some time 
next week. The proceeds will go 
to the Tnion of French Artists, who 
are war sufferers. Mme. Bernhardt 
will have to assist her six famous 


In anticipation of the event she 
will meet a large group of society 
women, whom she has asked Mrs. 
Brunswig to invite, at the Hotel 
Alexandria tomorrow or Thursday. 
The presentation at the Brunswig 
home ia to be held under the pat- 
ronage of Los Angeles society 
women. 

There is no doubt as to the out- 
come of the war in the mind of the 
“divine Sarah.” Asked if Germany 
gould possibly hope to win, she re- 
plied with fire: 

“Nevaire! Only we Allies shall 
have victory. Victory always!” 

THE “WAR AT HOME.” 

She seemed apprehensive in re- 
gard to the “war at home.” She in- 
quired anxiously ff there are many 
Germans in Los Angeles.

Then the cry of the French woman 
was interpreted, and’ we know that 
it was merely her sense of the vital 
significance of the playlet, which 
had made her forget everything ex- 
cept that here before her was the 
pembodiment of all her mest sacred 


ideals of patriotism, voiced by su- 
preme genius. 

The exigencies of the playlet do 
not require that Mme. Bernhardt 
shall rise. She is a soldier boy; who, 
on being wounded, has hidden the 
fag of France to protect it, ere he 
swooned, and on coming to himself 
cannot remember where he has hid- 
den it; whose one and only thought 
is for his country, who is indiffer- 
ent to the nurses and stretcher bear- 
ers who came to find him, and who.

La Belle’ France—her soil has been en- 
riched by the blood of her sons, slain by 
Prussians, for more than a hundred years; 
and not yet has she been brutalized by Ger- 
many” The hate that the Huns have for 
France is the hate that a barbarian has for 
the artist—for the sensitive delicacy that 
finds expression~in Rheims, in De Bussy, in 
the very bouquets of the Paris flower girls. 
And the innate gallantry of the French sol- 
diers is as repugnant to the Germans as it 
is unintelligible. 


The dispatches are full of what Amerti- 
cans are doing and have done, and we re- 
joice mightily; the English, Canadians, Aus. 
tralians and Italians, too, have explicit 
credit and deserve it all and more. But 
where any of these fight, there are French. 
As one genergl has said, when any of the 
Allies are in a bad way and need reinforce- 
ments, French reserves seem to drop from 
the sky. The Germans perhaps think they 
come from another direction. Certainly the 
I'rench are in the thick of the battle, not 
only by themselves but shoulder to shoul- 
der with the other Allies. Foch has been 
censured, particularly by the Germans, for 


, saving soldiers; which means that in addi- 


tion to being a great gentral he is also a 
bumane man. And expecting this war to 
last until he wins it, whether it be this 
year, next year, or ten years hence, he Is 
not brutally burning up his forces, bét with 
true French thrift seeks to attain the max- 
imum of effect with the minimum of loss; ~ 
and what is lacking in the force of mass 
formation—always entailing tremendous 
casualties—is made up in dash and gal- 
lantry, in persona! initiative and courage. 
It fortunately happens that it is to this 
style of fighting fhat the Americans and 
English are best suited, and it is for them 
the most satisfactory; but brave as they 
have been and are, the flery dash and fierce 
onslaughts of the French have never been 
excelled.

AMERICANS’ TROPHIES 
TO BE IN EXPOSITION. 


HIEF in interest to all Amer- 
icans, probably, is the part of 
the coming Allied War Expo- 
sition that is made up of trophies 
captured by the American troops. 
The exposition will open at Exposi- 
tion Park on Thursday, and big 


guns, Small guns, helmets, grenades 
and hundreds of other § articles, 
each witnessing the ‘triumph of 
Yankee brawn and brain over Prus- 
sian obrutalism, will be shown. 
Every one of these will be an ob- 
ject almost of worship by those who 
have sent their sons, husbands and 
fathers to fight humanity’s battle. 

The British, Canadian, French, 
Italian and Belgian governments 
have each sent large collections of 
trophies, including such famous ob- 
jects as German Fokker and Taube 
airplanes, torpedoes, the prow of a 
U-boat and hundreds of guns, rifles 
and other weapons of warfare cap- 
tured on dozens of the bloody bat- 
tlefields of Europe. 

But, in addition to these relics of 
warfare, bought at such great price, 
there is another side to the exposi- 
tion which may prove to be even 
greater in its results. This is the 
fane, wholesome confidence in ihe 
strength of our preparations anda 
those of our allies which the expo- 
will inspire. 

“Nothing can bring the American 
people into closer realization of the 
dangers, the discomforts which sur- 
round our men in France: nor can 
anything teil more clearly the story 
of what is being done for them in 
making life happier, than actual 
visual evidence such as is to be 
found in the Allied War Exposi- 
tion.” said ane of the officials yes- 
terday. 

The United States government 
has spared no expense to make this 
exposition, in reality, bring a close- 
up view of the war to the anxious 
mothers and fathers, sisters and 
brothers, who day by day keep won- 


dering what is being done to care 


for the men Uncle Sam has called 
from them to go out and “fight. 
Trench life will be shown in actual 
reproduction of the trenches “over 
there,” and camp and cantonment 
life will be shown in an exhibit by 
the Commission on Training Camp 
Activities.

“There also will be on exhibition 
a series of pictures brought from 
France and Belgium which show 
the actual need of foods in the 
battle-scarred countries’.
